REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claims 1 and 2 is the claim limitation for an emission control section which 
obtains an emission time period from the temperature obtained from the temperature sensor on 
the basis of the computation expression, and which controls the emission time period so that light 
is emitted only for the obtained emission time period. The primary reason for allowance of 
claims 3-9 is the claim limitation for an emission time computation section which obtains, on the 
basis of the detected vohage obtained by the voltage monitor, an emission time period such that 
the same amount of light as the amount of light when light is emitted for a predetermined 
reference emission time period when the voltage across the main capacitor is equal to a 
predetermined reference voltage can be obtained.
